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PREFACE 

This book is not intended for use as a German grammar, 
but as a supplement thereto during the first two years of 
work. 

It has been my observation that many students of Ger- 
man, either because of the intricacies of the grammar or 
because of undue emphasis of minor points by the teacher, 
obtain during the first two years of work no true perspective 
of the main principles of sentence-structure. The first aim 
of this book is to condense and clarify the working essen- 
tials of German grammar, to give the student at the very 
outset an idea of the work to be done and also a basis for 
self-examination and review. 

The second aim of this book is to give both teacher and 
student a well-defined goal in respect to active vocabulary. 
I believe that the active vocabulary should be enriched by 
a certain number of words at each recitation, and that the 
acquisition of these words should be thorough and cumula- 
tive so that at the end of one or two years' work the stu- 
dent may be equally familiar with each and every word of a 
definite list. 

The vocabulary suggested herein consists of 1000 differ- 
ent words selected from several grammars that are widely 
used to-day. At the end of two years' study, the high-school 
or college student should have an active, working vocabu-

lary of approximately 1000 words which he should be able 
to spell and pronounce correctly and to use with a high de- 
gree of accuracy. The teacher who secures such efficiency 
has not worked in vain. 

To my wife, Gudrida Buck Greenfield and to Professor 
Herman Babson of Purdue University I wish to express my 
hearty thanks for many helpful suggestions and criticisms.

Transposed Order. Used only in dependent clauses. In a 
dependent clause, the inflected verb-form must stand at the 
end of the clause.

5. Auxiliary Verbs. The auxiliary verbs are n)crbcn, l&abcn, 
and fcin. 
SBcrbcn has two distinct uses as an auxiliary verb.

2. SBcrben is used in German as the auxiliary for the for- 
mation of the passive voice: The money has been found , ba^

^abcn and fcin are both used in German to form the per- 
fect tenses, whereas in English we now use only have to 
form these tenses. 

Rule, ©cin, iDcrben, bicibcn, and all intransitive verbs de- 
noting change of position or condition, form the perfect 
tenses with the auxiliary fein. Other verbs take l^aben* 

THE PERFECT TENSES 

There are three perfect tenses: present perfect, past per- 
fect, future perfect. The student should bear in mind that 
the names of these tenses are always a guide to their for- 
mation, thus:

RULES FOR THE POSITION OF THE SEPARABLE PREFIX

8. Participles. There are two participles, the present 
participle and the perfect participle.

This participle is usually used as an attributive (modify- 
ing) adjective and is declined accordingly.

THREE PECULIARITIES IN USE OF MODAL AUXILIARIES 

(1) Infinitives governed by modal auxiliaries never take

(2) The modal auxiliaries have two forms of the perfect 
participle, one beginning with qt, the other the same as the 
infinitive.

The Conditional Mood has only two tenses, present 
and perfect. The present tense corresponds to the English

(a) The subjunctive mood has all six tenses, each tense 
of the subjunctive being almost like the same tense of the 
indicative.

(c) The present subjunctive has no irregularities but is 
always the infinitive stem-l-the subjunctive endings.

USES OF THE SUBJUNCTIVE 

The subjunctive is used mainly in Indirect Statement and 
Conditional Sentences. 

Indirect statement, — After verbs of saying, thinking, 
believing, hoping, doubting, fearing, inquiring, etc., the sub- 
junctive is usually used to emphasize the idea of uncer- 
tainty. 

Generally the same tense of the subjunctive is used in 
the indirect statement as was used in the direct statement, 
the tenses most used therefore being the present, future, and 
present perfect. Certain forms of these tenses coincide with 
the indicative; if such be the case, for the 
present subjunctive one may use the past subjunctive, 
future subjunctive one may use the present conditional, 
present perfect subjunctive one may use the past perfect 
subjunctive. 

Direct Statement: He says, "/ have no hooks." 
Indirect Statement: He says thai he has no hooks. 

(Sr fagt, bai er leine ^ild^er l^abe* 
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Direct Statement: He said, "/ myself have seen it." 
Indirect Statement: He said that he himself had seen it. 

(gr fa^te, bag er felbft cd ^efe^n ffaht (or f^lktU)* 

Direct Statement: He said, "toe shall go UMnorrow." 
Indirect Statement: He said that they would go UMnorrow. 
(Sr fagte, bag fie morgen gel^en tourben* 

Conditional sentences. — These may be divided into threb 
general classes: (1) Simple Conditions, (2) Present contrary 
to fact or Future less vivid, (3) Past contrary to fact. 

(a) The Simple Condition in which nothing is implied: 

// he finds itj he will seU it.

Ex. : // he had done it, I should believe it; the condition is past con- 
trary to fact; and the conclusion, future less vivid.

12. Passive Voice. The passive in English is built upon 
the auxiliary to be plus the past participle, as Hhe house has 
been built'; 'she will be punished,' etc. 

The passive voice in German is built upon the auxiliary 
become (iDcrbcn) plus the past participle. In the passive, 
iDorbcn is used instead of QClDorbcn. 

^a« $au« ift gebaut toorben, the house has been {become) built. 
<Ste h)irb geftraft toerben, she wiU be (become) punished. 

The passive voice is really very easy, as it is simply the 
correct tense of the word '^ become" plus the past parti- 
ciple of the principal verb. 

The apparent passive. — In the present and past tenses 
the sentence often conveys the idea of completion rather 
than continuance of the action. In such cases the auxiliary 
fcin is used. The house is built (the idea is one of comple- 
tion), ba« ^au^ ift Qcbaut; The house is being built (the sen- 
tence indicates present action), ba^ ^au^ tt)ttb flcbaut. (See 
Synopsis of Passive Voice.) 
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13. Refleadve Verbs. A reflexive verb is a verb whose 
subjects reacts or reflects upon itself; therefore the object is 
always the pronoun corresponding to the subject. 

Many German verbs are always reflexive, as fid^ bcfinbcn^ 
to be; fid^ irren, to be mistaken, so that the reflexive construc- 
tion occurs much more frequently in German than in Eng- 
lish. 

The reflexive pronouns of the first and second person are 
the objective cases (genitive, dative, accusative) of the per- 
sonal pronouns. 

©id^ is the reflexive pronoun of the third person, singular 
and plural, dative or accusative. 

Reflexive verbs take the auxiliary l^abcn^ and have no 
peculiarity of conjugation.

Every tense of the subjunctive is nearly like the same 
tense of the indicative.
